nesota and the Dakotas south to 
Oklahoma. 
The agronom ist rated t h i r d , 
seed com ing from states west of 
the Rocky 
Mountains such as 
Utah. 
Idaho 
and 
Washington. 
Non-hardy alfalfa from s u c h 
states as Texas. New 
Mexico, 
Arizona and California fall into 
third place. Willard said t h e r e 
could be a fifth rating for for- 
eign-produced seed except that 
from Canada.

ALTHOUGH 
total 
alfalfa 
seed supplies are at near record 
levels, Willard said there is only 
a “n o rm al amount of adapted 
seed" for central and northern 
areas. At the sam e time there is 
a “ m ore-than-norm al amount of 
southern seed.” 
The agronom ist explained that 
one and two-thirds times the 1949 
crop of southern seed was pro­ 
duced in 1950. Central and north­ 
ern-grown seed production f e l l 
below' 19491s production. 
W illard pointed out that t h i s 
only m eans there is a lot more 
non-hardy 
then 
hardy 
alfalfa 
seed. 
“ Good seed, howevc r, is ob­ 
tainable. Go get it,” Willard ad­ 
vised. To be certain it is good 
seed farm ers can: 
1. Read the label on the seed 
bag. 
2. Buy from a r e p u t a b l e 
dealer. 
3. Get seed soon. 
The 
sooner 
farm ers 
b u y 
their seed the better chance 
they will have of getting what 
they want. Reading the label 
will help guarantee the same 
thing. It is illegal to falsely 
label seed in Ohio. 
Good 
seeding 
methods 
and 
putting alfalfa in mixtures with 
clover and grass are methods of 
saving seed that 
is available, 
Willard said. 
Com m on or variegated alfalfa 
is 
recom m ended 
for 
farm ers 
who w ant to m am ta n s t a n d s 
only one or two years. If t h e 
stand is desired for three years 
or m ore, W illard recom m ends 
R anger in the northern third of 
the state. 
Buffalo is best 
for 
Southern Ohio if the stand is de­ 
sired for three* y ears or m ort. 
B acterial wilt of a l f a l f a to 
which R anger and Buffalo are 
resistant usually will not perm it 
a stand to be m aintained after 
two years.

The Stilt, Jr.—its pilot cannot be a heavyweight.

PHOENIX, Ari/..—Way up In the 
sky it was a hummingbird coast­ 
ing along, but when it swooped 
close—-darned lf It wasn’s an air­ 
plane! 
Its builder, Ray Stits, of 
Phoenix, says it s the smallest air­ 
plane in the world. 
Could be. 
Dose up the high-flying "thing" 
looks like a link trainer, the gad­ 
get used to train student pilots in 
blind flying. Its wing span Is only 
8 feet IO Inches. 
It weighs only 
398 pounds, less than your piano. 
The Stits, Jr., as Ray calls it, 
was shown here at an air show— 
and was the hit of the show. Ray 
didn’t fly the plane himself. “I’m 1 
190—too 
heavy,”

explained. 
Pilot was Bob Starr, a former 
combat pilot who lives here. Bob's

PAPER FROM STRAW 
FINE PAPER from wheat straw has 


long been the vision of industrial and 


chemical engineers. Research through the 


years has increased enthusiasm for a de­ 


velopment which would convert into ready 


cash one of agriculture’s greatest waste 


products, and put a value of from five to 
ten dollars on every ton of straw now large­ 


ly worthless. Dr. Clarence Grothaus, re­ 


search chemist at Kansas University, re­ 
cently told members of the Kansas Engi­ 
neering society he has just completed four 
years of research, and is optimistic over 
the prospects of adding another industry 
to the wheat states. 
Italy has perfected a process by which 
straw and some types of grass have been 
converted into fine writing papers. This 
process is in operation in some 20 plants 
throughout the world. Large quantities of 
salt and electricity are requirements. 
The greatest need for paper today is the 
type and quality suitable for newspapers. 
Straw instead of wood pulp in the manufac­ 
ture of newsprint is now being tried, and 
with considerable success. A million tons 
of straw would be available every year 
from Kansas wheat fields alone. 
Chemical engineers are certain to dis­ 
cover the secret, thereby solving a paper 
shortage which has been i n c r e a s i n g 
through the years, to the detriment of the 
publishing industry. 


CUT THE SPENDING 
ASSERTIONS by Senator Wherry, Sen­ 
ator Bvrd and other prominent members 
of the Senate that $9,000,000,000 or more 
can be lopped off President Truman's pro­ 
posed budget of $71,000,000,000, without 
harm to the preparedness program, should 
be given careful consideration by Congress 
as it wrestles with the problem of increas­ 
ed taxes to meet a national emergency. 
These economies could be made without 
affecting the nation’s economy. Elimina­ 
tion, or at least postponement, of the ad­ 
ministration’s growing program of flood 
control and dam-building projects would 
not hinder in any way the development of 
adequate national defense. 
These schemes are designed almost en­ 
tirely for purposes of vote-getting, s o p s 
thrown to various communities to be paid 
for in support of the administration in fu­ 
ture elections. The administration is con­ 
cerned over inflation and has gone into a 
complicated wage-and-priee control en­ 
deavor that freezes and unfreezes from day 
to day. 
But inflation is encouraged by the spend­ 
ing of needless minions for political rea­ 
sons. Any taxpayer who does not get in 
touch with his Congressman and Senators 
and demand that all unnecessary spending 
end, will deserve whatever taxes are im­ 
posed on him. 


It would seem that no more is the ques­ 
tion of loyalty raised than up comes a 
tangled web of intrigue to keep things quiet 
and off the record. The Tvdings Committee 
was used for that purpose in spite of the 
I fact that Senator Tydings and his counsel, 
Edward Morgan, had all the facts of the 
Amerasia case. 


I happen to be a lover of the Navy and 
as such, I want to protest against the uti- 
ization of the fine name and great charac­ 
ter of Admiral Chester W. Nimitz as a cov­ 
erup for disloyalty. It 
must be 
obvious 
from what will follow that the President’s 
Commission on Internal Security and Indi­ 
vidual Rights is doing just that. And I shall 
quote from Nimitz establishing the fact. 
I 
I am quoting from a report in the New 
York Herald Tribune by one of its Washing­ 
ton correspondents, Robert J. Donovan. It 
seems that the Herald Tribune Washing­ 
ton bureau telephoned to Nimitz, who was 
in California, to inquire about this new 
commission which was organized to run 
interference with the McCarran committee 
of congress. 
Now', it appears from what Nimitz said 
that Donald S. Dawson, assistant to the 
President, is really in charge of this com­ 
mission, hiring the staff, including, I as­ 
sume, the counsel. There are rumors afoot 
that it is intended to employ as counsel, 
Edward Morgan, who served the Tydings 
committee, which did such an outrageous 
whitewashing job that Tydings was 
de­ 
feated in his campaign for reelection last 
November on that issue alone. Morgan was 
also related to the whitewash of those real­ 
ly responsible for Pearl Harbor. 
Dawson is in a lot of trouble, having 
been named as one of the operators in the 
use of undue influence in relation to the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation which 
Senator Fulbright is investigating. While 
he is in the President's office, his wife, Al­ 
va Dawson, is acting as in charge of the 
general files of the RFG. 
The Fulbright committee deals with this 
development in the RFC since Jesse Jones 
was forced out of there after doing mag­ 
nificent service for his country. It is to be 
recalled that Jones advocated the abolition 
■ of the RFC. 
About Fulbright’s investigation 
much 
will be said, but it is to be expected that a 
government employe is loyal not to Harry 
Truman or to the Democratic Party but to 
the United States of America. 
When the name of Nimitz was used to 
give this commission a good front, it was 
suspected in many quarters that the Presi­ 
dent feared the consequences of a first- 
rate investigation by McCarran. 
But nobody assumed that the organizing 
of the commission was being done in the 
White House and by Dawson, who is him­ 
self under investigation by the Fulbright 
committee. 
Nimitz was apparently informed over the 
telephone of the various suspicions con­ 
cerning his commission. O f this, he said: 
“That is outside my field. I assume that 
something like this endeavor is necessary 
because it was ordered. If I arn given a 
job to do, I go ahead and do it.”

DIET A N D HEALTH 


Extensive Rest in Bed M ay 
Prove Harmful to Patient 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 


THE acutely-sick person be­ 
longs in bed at complete rest. 
This fact should not blind us to 
the further fact that bed rest is 
not an 
unmixed benefit. For 
some time now, physicians have 
been finding drawbacks to ex­ 
tended bed rest and the question 
has recently been raised as to 
w hether it may not, when con­ 
tinued for three weeks or more, 
actually result in interference 
with the normal working of the 
heart and other organs. 
An attem pt has been m ade to 
find an answer through observ­ 
ing exactly w hat happens during 
a long period of bed rest. For 
this 
experim ent, 
six 
healthy 
young men volunteered to serve 
as guinea pigs. Before being put 
to bed for three weeks, they were 
given special physical condition­ 
ing. T hereafter they had six 
weeks of reconditioning. 
Set of Tests 
An extensive set of tests was 
carried out to determine what 
changes, if any, occurred in the 
body structures. It was found 
th at the most striking change 
took place in the hgart and olood 
vessels, and th at this change was 
in the direction of less efficient 
action on the part of the heart. 
For example, the am ount of oxy­ 
gen used by the body was reduced 
by about 16 per cent by the end 
of the rest period. Recovery to 
normal required from three to 
five weeka. While these people 
were at rest in bed, the heart rate 
decreased. After resum ing physi­ 
cal activity, there was a marked 
increase in the heart rate. 
These 
facta 
would 
indicate 
that the general weakness pro­ 
duced by prolonged bed rest is 
due, in part, at least, to ineffici­ 
ent action of the heart. Light­ 
headedness and dizziness which 
occur when a patient who has 
been in bed begins to get up and 


move about are, in all likelihood, 
due to temporary inefficiency of 
the circulation. 
Lowered Blood Pressure 
There Is no evidence th at the 
lowered blood pressure and re­ 
duced use of oxygen, which took 
place during bed rest, help in 
any way to protect the patient 
against disease. 
Additional studies are needed 
to find out whether or not bed 
rest, even when a patient has 
j fever, is really advisable. In acute 
heart conditions, such as coron- 
j ary thrombosis, in which a blood 
I clot forms In one of the arteries 
supplying the h r art muscle with 
I blood, bed rest, in order to reduce 
I the sprain on the heart, would 
seem to be important. But, in the 
case of acute and chronically ill 
patients, further studies must be 
made to determine Just how 
much bed rest is advisable. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


F L.: I am 18 years old and 
’'Weigh 98 pounds. Is there any 
need for me to gain weight? I am 
I very thin. 
Answer: It is important for 
you to have an examination made 
by your physician to determine 
whether you are really under­ 
weight and are suffering from 
poor nutrition. 
The normal weight depends to 
a great extent on body build. 
In order to gain weight, it is 
necessary to slow up by exercising 
less and relaxing more, as well as 
sleeping more a t night and taking 
j a rest period during the day. A 
diet high in calories and contain- 
j ing concentrated foods, such as 
meats, rich sauces, milk, gravies, 
! drawn butter sauce, cream, and 
cheese, should be employed. The 
diet should also contain large 
amounts of starchy foods, such as 
. cereals, bread, and potatoes. Of 
course, the diet should be well 
I balanced, including enough vege- 
! tables and fruit to give the neces­ 
sary vitamins, minerals, and bulk.
